Kvcry one who is familiar with Roman History will recall 
how the Ptetorian Guard made and unmade the Roman Emperors, 
or, if not the Pretorian Guard, the army of Caesar or some other 
general who had been lavish in his bestowal of lavors upon his 
soldiers. 

The I'nited States has given to tbe world a new kind of sol- 
diers men whose patriotism and whose loyalty to the Government 
were absolutely uoselfish, as shown by the fact that life was offered, 
and, in millions of cases, given without any expectation of reward. 
And the survivors of our various struggles have further proved 
their patriotism by quietly laying down their arms when the ob- 
ject for which they tought was accomplished, or, as in the case of 

the Confederate soldiers, when tbey were honorably deflated 

they have overthrown no presidents and exalted none of their 
heroes contrary to the forms of law. 

And now that wi have said this we wonder if it is true. We

Thomas Edison, Noted Inventor, Re 
turns From Extended Trip and 
Tells of Liquor Situation. 

The New York Times recently pnb- 
nn extended Interview 
Mr Thomas 
servatlon* It

Mr Kdlson discussed the drink que* 
tion In France and Oermnny. the 
count rle* where a certain cln*s of "re- 
formers" tell ti* there I* no drink 
evil, because the people all drink 
beer and wine 

Mr. Edison took a wholly other 
view of the matter. He said: 

"Cermsny eats r«r too much, but 
■he drink* with ■ more reckless ah 
*urdity than «he eat* Her tremen 
doua consumption or beer, wine and 
high alcoholic ciders I* appalling. It 
hurt* her people mentally and phy«- 
Ically and hurt* the nation econom- 
ically 

Moth France and Cermany drink 
too much alcohol French wine I* 
■aid to be less harmful-some even 
call It good-thnn the beverages ol 
other countries, because or It* low 
content of alcohol Hut I noted that 
the ordinary Frenchman take* nearly 
a quart, or. very likely, a full quart, 
of thl* beverage before he «tops The 
alcohol Is more diluted by the liquid 
which contain* It, but at the aani 
time hi* quart of low alcoholic wins 
gives him as much straight alcohol a* 
three or four drinks of our whisky 
give an American toper 

"The same thing, in a grenter or 
less degree I* true of German beer 
The Herman drinker* get a good deal 
of alcohol In the course of Its con- 
sumption, although It contains but 
four per cent. The effect upon the 
nation Is a slow deterioration, as 
against the quick results 
Irishman, for Instance, 
hard drinking of potheen 

"Hut I don't know but the one !■ 
practically as bad as the other: both 
are very bad; und I may Bay this al- 
though I saw no drunkenness upon 
the continent They spread their a l 
cohsj over a long time and abiorb It 
In a highly clluted form, but, while It 
doe* not madden them Into sudden 
rrenzle*. It ha* It* sad effect* of 
quite as great Importance. Th? con- 
tinent, as a whole. Is not Intoxicated, 
but stupefied by alcohol, and I cannot 
see that the effect of thl* upon the 
human system, brain and body. Is 
likely to he nny better than that of 
quick drinking and more apparent 
drunkenness. 

"Another thing which I noted with 
a real distress. In America we do 
not, to any great extent, have liquor 
at our tables, and, In consequence, 
our young are not taught alcoholism 
at the ramily board. In Europe drink- 
ing with the meals Is universal 
among young and old. and this may. 
to a large extent. If not entirely, off- 
set America's bad cooking Person- 
ally I would rather have bad cooking 
and no liquor than good cooking and 
a lot of alcohol, and I believe the ef- 
rect of wine or beer with well cooked 
meals Is worse than the effect of bad- 
ly prepared meal* without the al- 
cohol"

contrary.

Eseellent for Extermination of Rats, 
Also to Catch Rabbits snd Other 
Animals.

Ret the trap over a barrel that Is

litmus paper useful in determining 
whether the soil Is arid or sour, and, 
therefore, in need of lime, says the 
Farmer. But there Is often some un- 
certainty as to the result, becauFo 
when used In the usual manner of 
placing the paper in a sample of aoll 
and pressing the soil particles 
againat it, the paper would often be 
so much atained by the aoll that It 
would be difficult to tell whether It 
had turned red or not. 

At a recent farmers' Inatltute Mr. 
Blair, of the New Jersey experiment 
station, showed a better method. A 
piece of blue litmus paper was pi. iced 
In the bottom of a glasB, then cov 
ered with white filter paper. The soil 
to be tested was placed nbove this 
and a small quantity of pure water 
poured over It. The soli used In this 
case was known to be acid or tour, 
and the water curried a portion of the 
acid through the filter paper nnd turn 
ed the litmus paper red, as could eas- 
ily be seen through the bottom of tho 
glass vessel. The Alter paper kept 
the soil from coming in direct con- 
tact with the litmus paper, und there 
was no staining. Soil not sour. and. 
therefore, not In need of lime, treated 
the same way does not turn the bluo 
paper from Its original color, lio h 
filter paper and litmus paper can be 
i e un d for a few cents at drug
